Potential Impacts 

• Roads will become snow covered 
and slippery, especially as 
temperatures drop this evening 

• Warm pavement temperatures 
will lessen snow accumulation on 
roads (compared to grass) 

• Statistics show that early season 
snow causes more accidents 

• Steady snow will last 6 to 9 hours 

Extreme: 
- Historic Weather Hazard/Event  
- Life Threatening 
- Total disruption of daily life 
- Recovery Time:  days to one week 

High: 
- Rare Weather Hazard/Event 
- Potentially Life Threatening 
- Widespread disruption of daily life 
- Recovery Time:  hours to a day 

Moderate: 
- Occasional Weather Hazard/Event 
- Rarely directly life threatening 
- Some disruption of daily life 
- Recovery Time:  +/- 6 hrs of when weather ends
